As you have thought that apparent position 
worthy of criticism, I must beg you fo print the 
following extracts from the lecture, which indi- 
cate what my real position is : 

‘But while the periodicals do not a little 
account for the fact that relatively to the increase 
of population the sale of books is falling off, the 
causes that have produced the periodicals have 
been working too long to account for the re- 
markable falling off in the past ten years. . 

“Ten years ago there was a book-buying 
habit. . The favorite dissipation of many a 
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substantial citizen, even in out-of-the-way places» 
was to drop into the book-store of an evening, 
look over the stock, and take home some book in 
a shape that would be a permanent possession in 
the family. Now most of those book-stores no 
longer exist, at least as book-stores. They are 
toy-shops and ice-cream saloons with files of Sea- 
side Libraries in one corner, and the substantial 
citizen, instead of taking home an occasional vol- 
ume of Irving or Emerson or Macaulay, or even of 
Timothy Titcomb or The Country Parson, . . . 
takes home a toy, or a pound of candy or pam- 
phlet copy of, the chances are even, some minor 
English author who, if he had had to be reprinted 
ina book, would not have been considered worth 
reprinting atall. .. . 

“Before the cheap Libraries appeared, only 
such books were published as, for some reason, 
could be expected to pay author as well as pub- 
lisher. But the Zidraries have not confined 
themselves to such books, but have also flooded 
the country with stuff that under healthy condi- 
tions would not justify reprinting, and that is un- 
doubtedly published in England at author’s ex- 
pense by hack publishers. . . . 

“The reason for this is, that the series must ap- 
pear regularly likea magazine. Unless it does, itis 
not entitled to cheap postage, and it will disappoint 
itscustomers. Nothing is more fatal to a periodi- 
cal publication of any kind than irregularity of ap- 
pearance. . . . So these cheap series, to keep 
up regular and rapid publication, at times when 
good authors were infertile, have had to fill in 
with poor ones, and even with forgotten ones. 
a . And all this, of course, is in competition 
with authors of merit—authors prepared to in- 
struct on living questions, and above all, authors 
prepared to make their theme our own society’s 
needs and hopes.” 

The result of all this, I claim, has been a great 
diminution, outside of this trash, in the reading 
habit. I also claim that the habit of buying 
books in the cheap editions which pay no royalty 
to authors, has destroyed not only much of the 
habit of buying the same books in substantial 
editions, which do pay royalties, but also much 
of the habit of buying amy substantial books. 

The detailed reasons for these claims, I went 
over very carefully in the lecture referred to, but 
will not trouble you farther with them now.

[In connection with the above it may encourage 
our correspondent as well as other makers and 
lovers of good books to read the following state- 
ment made in his last report by the librarian of 
the New York Mercantile Library: 


It has been observed that as the number of cheap and 
poorly printed books multiply, the tastes of our readers 
become more fastidious and exacting. 

Books printed before the present glut of cheap literature, 
the typography of which appeared to be perfectly satis- 
factory at the time they were issued, are now refused and 
editions with more legible texts demanded. As has fre- 
quently been the case, these books have not been issued 
in any other form; therefore it has not been possible for 
us to comply with the demands of some of our readers. 

We have found there is no economy in buying books 
printed on cheap paper and with indistinct type, 

They quickly wear out and do not give satisfaction to 
Cur members; therefore where it has been possible the 


best editions of the new publications have always been 
purchased,

While unfortunately there is much truth in the 
statement made by our correspondent, we are 
nevertheless of the opinion that several factors 


(the cheap Library being one of them) in the 
demoralization of the book-trade and the book- 


buying public have about had their day. And if 


those who have the interests of their trade at 
heart will now put forth their best endeavors, a 
reaction must set in again in the direction of 
healthy and normal business.—Epb. P. W.] 





JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 


THE Contemporary Review (Leonard Scott Pub. 
Co.) contains an article on Thomas Stevenson, 
C.E., by Robert Louis Stevenson; Robert Buchan- 


an’s Jubilee Ode, under its Latin title, ‘“‘ Annus 


Aureolus ;” and an amusing paper on “ Literary 
Plagiarism,” by Andrew Lang. 


THE Centralblatt fiir Bibliothekswesen for June 
contains an article of great research by Dr. Hen- 
nen, of Trier (Tréves), on “ The Book-Printer’s 
Art in Trier during the 15th Century,” with con- 
tributions to the history of the book printers of 
K6éln at that time. This article is a valuable con- 
tribution to the history of printing in Germany 
in the fifteenth century, and reflects great credit 
on the industry of Dr. Hennen, whose researches 
have been strangely brought to a conclusion by 
the action of the Town Council at Trier, which 
has interdicted any search in the town archives 
on the ground of their not being arranged ! 


IGNATIUS DONNELLY will explain “‘ The Shake- 
speare Myth,” by “The Bacon Cipher,” in the 
July number of Zhe North American Review. 
Mr. Donnelly claims that such a cipher is shut up 
in certain of the plays, and that he has deciphered 
it, to prove, once and forever, that Francis Bacon 
wrote the Shakespeare plays. Bacon says in De 
Augmentis: ‘‘As for writing, it is performed 
either by the common alphabet, which is used by 
everybody, or by a secret and private one, agreed 
upon by particular persons, which they call ci- 
phers.” On the publication of the Shakespeare 
Folio of 1623, Bacon wrote to his friend and con- 
fidant, Sir Tobie Matthew, that it was time to 
‘*put the alphabet in a frame.” This ‘‘ frame,” 
says Mr. Donnelly, was the Folio; for “the 
cipher depends on the paging of the Folio, and 
the paging is a frame to the text.” Mr. Don- 
nelly, it is said, discloses some very remarkable 


and interesting facts, in confirmation of his state- 
ments.

THE CENTURY CoMPANy is now ready to sup- 
ply the first parts of the “ Battles and Leaders of 
the Civil War.” 

BRENTANO’S, Chicago, will publish at once a 
new edition of ‘“ For Him, or, a promise given 
and a promise kept,’’ by Gipsy. 

Mr. C. G. Cupp es sailed Saturday, June 25, 
from New York, on the Devonia, of the Anchor 
Line, for a business trip abroad. 


IN Weimar recently was announced the dis- 
covery of a manuscript containing some 20 scenes 
of Goethe’s ‘‘ Faust” in prose, which was copied 
in 1775 by Fraulein von Gochhausen. It is prob- 
able that this manuscript will be published at 
an early day. 

In order to avoid mistakes booksellers will do 
well to bear in mind that ‘‘ The Life and Times 
of Jesus, as Related by Thomas Didymus,” by 
James Freeman Clarke, just published by Lee & 
Shepard, is ‘‘The Legend of Thomas Didymus, 
the Jewish Sceptic,” under a new title. 


“THE Lilies of Florence,” by George Sand 
(New York, John W. Lovell & Co.), translated by 
Lew Vanderpoole (who is, by the way, a grandson 
of George Sand), is the title of a collection of her 
short stories hitherto unpublished. Mr. Vander- 
poole, says the N. Y. Zimes, has a large number 
of her mss., which from time to time he trans- 
lates and publishes. These have appeared vari- 
ously in the North American Review, and in 
other periodicals and newspapers. 


THE Board of Education, of Newark, N. J., on 
the 24th reconsidered a resolution adopted at a 
previous meeting, accepting “ Barnes’ History” 
as a text-book for the public schools, and referred 
the resolution to the Committee on Text-books. 
The book has been severely criticised, as giving a 
version of the late war unjust to the Union cause 
and as unfit to be taught in the public schools. 
Members of the Grand Army of the Republic 
threaten to take their children from the schools if 
the book should be placed in use. The Commit- 
tee on Text-books will examine the book to see 
whether the objections to it can be sustained. 


To celebrate the golden jubilee of the Pope’s 
priesthood, Burns & Oates, of London, will imme- 
diately issue a popular Life of Leo XIII., found- 
ed on facts supplied for the purpose from the 
Vatican. It will be edited by John Oldcastle, and 
will contain special chapters contributed by Car- 
dinal Manning, Mr. Thomas W. Allies, K.C.S.G. 
{formerly rector of Taunton), the Rev. W. H. 
Anderdon, S.J. (formerly vicar of St. Margaret's, 
Leicester), and Mrs. Meynell. The illustrations 
will include six portraits of the Pope and various 
views of the Vatican. The Catholic Publication 
Society Co. are the American agents of Burns & 
Oates. 


D. C. HEATH & Co. have in press a very im- 
portant book on the subject of “Industrial In- 
struction,” by Robert Seidel,of Mollis, Switzerland, 
translated by Margaret K. Smith, Teacher of 
Methods in the Normal School, Oswego, New 
York. Besides a skilful refutation of the objec- 
tions that have from time to time been raised 
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against industrial instruction in the schools, the 
author has presented in this book a philosophical 
exposition of the principles underlying the claims 
of hand labor to a place on the school programme, 
The translator has endeavored to preserve the 
vigor and originality of the text, and believes that 
the book will prove a valuable addition to the 
literature extant upon this subject. 


CuppLes & Hurp have just ready ‘‘ The Monk’s 
Wedding,” a novel, by Conrad Ferdinand Meyer, 
translated by Miss Sarah H. Adams, an interest- 
ing story, the principal figure being that of 
Dante. The book attracted much attention in 
German literary circles. Among the numerous 
books which this house has in preparation the 
following are in an advanced state: “ Life of Ra- 
phael,” by Grimm, translated by Sarah H. Adams ; 
“Life of Com. Matthew G. Perry,” the com- 
mander of the U. S. Japan Expedition ; “Old 
New England Days,” by Mrs. Damon, a graphic 
account of the manners and customs in New 
England in the old colonial days ; and “* Zorah,” 
a novel, by Miss E. Balch, author of ‘‘ Mustard 
Leaves.”’ New editions are also being prepared 
of Robert Grant’s first book, ‘‘ Little Tin Gods,” 
and John Wheelright’s “ Rollo’s Journey to Cam- 
bridge,” both of which have been long out of 
print. 

BANCROFT BROTHERS & Co., San Francisco, 
Cal., will publish immediately a volume to be en- 
titled ‘‘ West Coast Shells.” It will consist of a fa- 
miliar description of the marine, fresh-water, and 
land mollusks of the United States found west 
of the Rocky Mountains, by Josiah Keep, author 
of “‘ Common Sea-shells of California.” The pres- 
ent work includes descriptions of all the species 
mentioned in the former one, together with 
many others of the more minute and uncommon 
marine shells which are found from Puget Sound 
or Alaska on the north, to San Diego on the 
south. It also describes the land and fresh-water 
mollusks of Calfornia, Oregon, Washington, 
Idaho, Utah, and Nevada, thus making it of use 
as a reference-book for the interior, as well as 
along the sea-coast. The work will be found 
adapted to the use of schools, private students 
It will contain 
about 180 illustrations by Laura M. Mellen, 
Teacher of Art, Mills College. 


WILLIAM R, JENKINS, of New York, has just 
issued ‘‘ Cosette,” the second volume of his 
fine new edition of Victor Hugo’s ‘‘ Les Misé- 
rables.”” The third volume, “ Marius,” is well for- 
ward, and will be ready about August 15, while the 
other two volumes comprising the set will be pub- 
lished before October. He hasalso just ready “‘ La 
Lingua Italiana,” an entirely new work for stu- 
dents of Italian written by Prof. T. E. Comba, of 
the Amherst Summer School of Languages; “‘ Una 
Notte Bizzarra,”’a bright farcical “ novellina”’ (in 
Italian) by Antonio Barilli ; and “ Contes tirés de 
Moliére,” a collection of tales similar to ‘‘ Lamb's 
Tales from Shakespeare,” based on the comedies 
of Moliére, by Prof. A. M. Cotte. Prof. Le 
Perrier-Polson, a French teacher of New York, 
has ingeniously adapted the game of Loto into a 
means of learning the French conjugations of the 
auxiliary verbs avoir and étre. While, as a game, 
it is as amusing as Loto, no one can play it for 
any time without becoming familiar with these 
very necessary adjuncts of French grammar ; and 
thus the game becomes as instructive as it is 
amusing. It has been issued by Mr. - Jenkins, 
in a tasteful box.
